The Influence of the Conference 


“The National Conference of Bar Examiners, an organization nurtured by 
the Section on Legal Education and Admissions to the Bar, has in a few years 
exerted a tremendous influence upon admissions to the bar. There is no 
point in raising the standards of legal education in a few of our schools if one 
may enter the professional ranks by another and an easier way. The National 
Conference of Bar Examiners has met the problem in a practical way through 
men who are responsible for admissions to the bar. 


“It is often said that the examinations of the bar examiners are not a fair 
test of the applicant’s legal ability. It is very possible that a great many of 
those who successfully pass the examination are not qualified to practice law.”

New Mexico Adopts Character Plan 


At its meeting on February 8, the New Mexico Board of Bar Examiners 
adopted the plan of using the character investigation service of The National 
Conference. This system will be placed in effect with respect to all applicants 
who desire to be admitted-to the bar of New Mexico on motion, based on a 
period of practice in another state, and it will also be used in some cases 
where applicants, who have practiced elsewhere, must qualify by taking the 
ber examination. There are now seventeen states regularly using the Con-

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Ohio and Minnesota Form Joint Advisory 
Committees 


At the meeting of the Association of American Law Schools in Chicago 
during the last week of 1936, recommendations were passed concerning the 
forming of advisory committees which would bring together in each state bar 
examiners and representatives of law schools. This step, taken after previous 
recommendations of The National Conference, conclusively establishing the 
readiness of law school representatives to participate in such a program, has 
already resulted in action in two states. Such committees have recently been 
formed in Ohio and Minnesota. In Ohio the action came as a result of a recom- 
mendation of the Legal Education Committee of the Ohio State Bar Associa- 
tion, unanimously endorsed at the meeting of the League of Ohio Law Schools 
and approved without dissenting vote by the annual meeting of the State Bar 
Association. In Minnesota the advisory committee has held its first meeting. 
A letter from Mr. Oscar G. Haugland, Secretary of the Board, gives the fol- 
lowing information concerning the matters discussed: 


“You are advised that the Joint Advisory Council formed in this state held 
its first meeting on January 22 at the Minneapolis Athletic Club. All the 
board members were in attendance, and in addition representatives of the law 
schools and of the Legal Education Committee of the Minnesota State Bar 
Association. 


“Most of the time was devoted to the matter of revising the list of 
subjects for examination and of ‘re-weighting’ the subjects. The chairman was 
directed to appoint a committee, composed. of one representative from each of 
the four law schools, and one member of the Board, to devise a plan for the 
revision of the list of subjects and for re-weighting the subjects and to report 
to the Council at its next meeting. 


“Some time was also directed to the question of whether or not the names 
of the subjects, which had some years ago been restored, should again be 
eliminated in the examinations so that the subjects would bear no labels. 


“Considerable time was also devoted to discussion of the address of Pro- 
fessor Shepherd and of the report made by the Committee on Bar Admissions 
of the Association of American Law Schools after the survey recently com- 
pleted by it. 


“Another question to which some time was devoted was that of what 
consideration should be given to other factors, in determining whether or not 
a student should be admitted to the practice of law, in addition to the results 
upon the bar examination. The factors considered were such as the record in 
the law school, the record in the academic college, the results upon the college 
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aptitude test, and other matters of the character mentioned in the report upon 
the survey. 

“It was agreed that in the future the Secretary of the Board should send 
several copies of the questions propounded in each examination to the law 
schools and that the law school faculties would make it a practice to send to 
the Board its comments upon the questions. 

“We expect that the work of the Council will go forward, and in addition 
to the specific accomplishments in connection with the examination and pos- 
sibly the work of the law schools, that one thing will be gained, which will be 
a very substantial benefit; that is, a more complete understanding, both on 
the part of the law teachers and of the Board, of the problems of each other. 
Certainly the law teachers will gain an understanding of what the Board is 
trying to do and the manner in which it is going about it, which has not been 
had by the representatives of all the law schools in the state heretofore, 
Personally I am enthusiastic over the prospects.” 

Professor Harold Shepherd’s interesting remarks before the League of 
Ohio Law Schools, printed on the following pages, show the possibilities of 
such gatherings and the type of things they may properly consider. 

Letters are being sent by Mr. John H. Riordan, Chairman of the Confer- 
ence, to every board of bar examiners, suggesting serious consideration of 
this proposal. 























Suggestions for Ohio Advisory Committee

First we should invite the bar examiners to meet with us for an entire day 
or more if necessary. We should point out to them that within a very short 
time (1939) all of the candidates they examine will be graduates of member 
schools (of the League of Ohio Law Schools). We should make it clear to 
them that the member schools have more or less standardized their curricula 
and set minimum standards of achievement and that the Supreme Court by 
recognizing graduation from these schools as adequate preparation for the 
bar, reasonably leads the schools and their graduates to expect an examina- 
tion geared up to these standards of training. On the other hand we must 
also make it perfectly clear to the examiners that we do not claim any monop- 
oly of the educative process and we do not claim infallibility in determining 
just what or all that practitioners should know. Rather, we know that the 
examiners, if they will study the problem, are in an excellent position to make 
suggestions for strengthening the curriculum and enabling us to supply the

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deficiencies that their experiences show to exist. If the examiners find we 
are neglecting important fields of training they have every right to expect us 
to remedy the situation and I feel that we would welcome their well consid- 
ered suggestions. We on the other hand have every right to expect that once 
a standard of preparation has been agreed upon as being the best we can do, 
that the examinations that test our product be closely correlated with that 
training. This does not at all mean sacrificing the independence of the exam- 
ination nor does it mean that every graduate is assured of admission. It 
simply means that there will be a high correlation of success in the bar exam- 
inations with law school performance. 

Secondly we should appoint some one of our representatives to go over in 
detail with the examiners the content of each of our courses, in a field covered 
by the examination to give them some concrete idea of the scope and character 
of the candidates’ training in that field. Let me be more specific by taking my 
own course in Contracts to show what I mean. Our committee found for 
example that many examinations in the field of contracts cover very isolated 
points and often of minor importance when viewed in light of the whole sub- 
ject. For example we found on one examination 4 contracts questions and 
three of them involved illegality only. This is neither adequate nor fair. I 
venture to suggest that in every member school, the following basic subdivi- 
sions of the course are treated: mutual assent, consideration, third party 
beneficiaries, assignments, conditions, breach and performance of contracts. 
Any adequate or fair test of the field should have questions raising the typical 
or basic problems in those subdivisions. And it is perfectly possible to do it 
even if it does take time and effort, but it does require knowledge of what a 
modern law school covers in the course in contracts. And so, in the other fields. 
There is in my opinion a very urgent need for presenting to the examiners a 
rather detailed notion of the kinds of problems which we consider basic in the 
subjects we teach. 

Next, I should say that we need a frank discussion of the time when the 
examinations should be held. While I cannot speak from experience in this 
state, I am informed by my colleagues that the last half of the senior year is 
largely demoralized by the extra curricular cramming necessary for the 
examinations scheduled so soon after the end of school. The result in all 
probability is that the candidates do justice neither to the important work of 
the senior year nor to the bar examination. It is very unfortunate if students 
in their senior year have two major conflicting objectives. That they are 
conflicting is evident from every student you talk to. From experience he has 
learned that the best way to pass bar examinations is not to concentrate 
entirely on his senior year’s work in law school. Why shouldn’t there be at 
least a three months’ or more interval between the end of the school year and 
the bar examinations, so that the student really has a chance to make the 
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synthesis of the three years’ work that the examiners should require? All too 
frequently, under the present system he hasn’t much of a third year to make 
a synthesis of. I don’t know how serious this particular problem is to the rest 
of you, but I am informed that it is a major one at Cincinnati. 

Fifth, I believe it is time we consider seriously giving independent weight 
to other factors in determining the right of admission than the mere grade 
received on the examination. We have become so used to thinking of admission 
to practice simply in terms of receiving a certain grade on a particular exam- 
ination that we lose sight of the broader question: is this man, taking into 
account all of his study, accomplishments and achievements (not merely a 
two days’ performance) the kind of person to practice law? The most 
approved practices of the Civil Service are far ahead of us in this respect, 
where some careful attempt is made to evaluate other factors which experi- 
ence shows to be important. Why should we continue to cloak the admission 
process in such anonymity that very relevant factors are excluded from the 
examiners’ consideration? The obvious reply is to prevent favoritism and 
partiality. But even though the examination itself must be protected against 
all such charges, shouldn’t the function of the Board become more than that 
of mere examiners? Wouldn’t a more descriptive title be a “Board of Admis- 
sions,” a Board using the examination results as simply one of the factors to 
be thrown into the balance? Specifically, shouldn’t a consistently high 
scholastic record over three years of law school, with perhaps authorship of 
case notes, articles, etc., count for something, especially if his examination 
grade is one of the “doubtful cases”? Wouldn’t careful and detailed college 
and law school records cast much light on that baffling problem of “moral 
character”? Wouldn’t the knowledge that high achievement and consistent 
work in law school counted for something in determining the right to practice, 
stimulate scholarship and improve the standards of the law schools? In at 
least two states, high achievement (upper third of the class) is now the decid- 
ing factor in doubtful cases. The idea is well worth considering, ‘if we are 
serious about improving our own standards. 

I think also we should start some scientific studies in each of our schools 
about the correlation of success in bar examinations and success in law school 
work. We are all shocked when a Coif man fails a bar examination, and not 
surprised when a man who has barely scraped through school fails, but how 
often does this happen? What really is the correlation? If the examiners 
would cooperate with us so we could give some really scientific answer to this 
question we might learn a lot about the adequacy of both legal education and 
bar examinations. 

My final suggestion is closely tied up with the suggestion made at the 
beginning. In addition to going over with the examiners in detail the content 
of our courses why shouldn’t we submit to them typical questions in each of 
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the fields together with an analysis of the problem and the kind of answer we 


expect? This is not at all with the idea that these questions should be used 
but it will do more to give them an idea of the kind of thing the candidates 
have prepared to do than all the generalities we can indulge in. The studies 
of the Association’s committee have shown beyond all doubt the average ex- 
amination is better designed to test a practitioner of some experience than a 
law student. But the examiners cannot overlook the fact that at present at 
any rate they are examining law students and not practitioners. It may be 
desirable to have a period of apprenticeship before final admission to practice, 
but that is another question. The simple fact remains that for the present the 
majority, and after 1939, all of the candidates will be examined immediately 


after graduation from law school. 


Everything we can do to help secure an 


examination (as exacting and discriminating as they want to make it), but 
based on the kind of preparation the candidates have had, is both necessary 


and wise.
